UPDATE 

As of today, Wednesday, July 16, 
both the cotton and peanuts are 
growing like crazy and both have a 
good potential to make a good crop. 
Peanuts have a tremendous amount 
of Tomato Spotted Wilt Virus in 
them. This may or may not produce 
a great crop loss at harvest, as often 
the healthy peanuts will stretch out 
and produce extra peanuts making 
up for the lost plants. 

The corn has just about made. I 
don't know of anyone who made 
their record crop this year, but al- 
most everyone did make a good 
crop. That is kind of rare as almost 
every year because of spotted rains, 
some growers have a corn failure. 
Soybeans are also doing quite well. 


COTTON 

As you know, earliness is a key to 
cotton production. Because of our 
cotton crop being about two to two 
and a half weeks behind schedule, 
you will still want to strategize for 
earliness. There are several things 
that will prolong cotton harvest. The 
first of these would be plant bugs. 
Losing early squares will just pro- 
long days till harvest. Nitrogen is 
critical to cotton growth, About 90 
units of N applied just as the plant 
needs it is the key. Too much nitro- 
gen or too-late-applied nitrogen of- 
ten produces excessive vegetative 
growth and delays harvest and 
makes defoliation difficult. With all 
the rains we have had, adding Sulfur 
to the Nitrogen side-dress mix would. 
pay off. Pixing your cotton in a time- 
ly matter will help to enhance fruit 
growth and increase earliness. If you 
have not been using Pix, this year 
would be a good one to start. 


REACH FOR A PEACH 

The other day I was visiting with 
Mr. Roy Johnson in Ino. I went to 
see his cotton.

Canola in hog 
diets- will it work? 


Swine production is a major in- 
dustry around the Wiregrass. Many 
folks have continued through good 
and bad times to do a good job with 
their hogs. Feed cost, by far, are the 
number one indicator for making 
profits. Because of this, many people 
have been interested in canola’as a 
feed. I will try to give you a brief re- 
sponse. 

Canola can be used to replace 
some or all of the protein from soy- 
bean meal in diets for grow/finish 
hogs. It typically contains 38% pro- 
tein. 2.3% lysine and 13% fiber. 
Most data on feeding canola is from 
Canada, so the high fiber is not such 
as issue as it is here. The bottom line 
on feeding canola meal is price and 
availability. 

There is no one in Alabama that 
will admit to crushing canola. Any 
meal available to us must be coming 
from Chattanooga, Augusta or possi- 
bly Kentucky. As far as the price, 
$240 per ton looks to be the maxi- 
mum price for inclusion in finishing 
diets, based on $320 per ton for 
SBM48 and 3.25 per bushel for corn. 

Canola meal can replace all of the 
protein from soybean meal for fin- 
ishing pigs (120 pounds to market), 
but should be limited to 300 pounds 
per ton in grower diets (60 to 120 
pounds). Feeding these levels had no 
effect on pig performance in Canadi- 
an trials. 

Because of the fiber content, we 
may expect a slight reduction in feed 
intake and growth during the sum- 
mer with these levels in Alabama.

Coming in out 


of the rain 


Let's face it. No one enjoyed be- 
ing out on the rain. Unfortunately, 
that included some insects. with all 


the wet weather Alabama has experi- § 


enced recently, you may have no- 
ticed an increase in the number of in- 
sects coming inside your home. ~ 

Millipedes invading homes can 
be a problem when there is a lot of 
moisture, And as some homeowners 
have discovered, millipedes are not 
insects but belong to the arthropod 
class Diplopoda which means "two 
footed." Millipedes have more than 
one pair of legs per body segment. 

Other insects also may be noticea- 
ble with the wet summer weather. 
For example, pillbugs (commonly 
called sowbugs or rolly pollies) may 
be more noticeable around your 
house and potted plants, 

During and after rains, argentine 
ants may be a problem. They are 
trying to get away from wet weather 
so they come inside your home, 
Wipe down trails of Argentine ants 
with warm soapy water and use a 
bait for control. 

Scorpions also may be coming in- 
side your home because of the wet 
weather. This is also time of year 


they are having their babies. The § 


Southern Devil Scorpion is the most 
prevalent scorpion in Alabama. Leaf 
litter and wood piles are their habits 
of choice. 

Usually , you will find one scor- 
pion in your home instead of an in- 
vasion of them. However, on rare 
occasions they can build up in great 
numbers, 

Check closets and storage boxes 
for scorpions, One way to check for 
scorpions is to wait unit it is dark 
and shine a black light. Scorpions 
are fluorescent in black light and 
will turn a bluish color under the 
light. 

Anything registered for flying or 
crawling insects can be used for con- 
trolling scorpions, However, if you 
find only one or two scorpions in- 
ate simply sweep them back out- 
side,

BLUEBERRIES 


Blueberries are ripe all over the 
county, While we have a good sup- 
ply, you might want to preserve 
some of them. Following are some 
of the recommended methods. 

To freeze blueberries by the tray 
pack method, pack unwashed berries 
in a single layer on a baking sheet or 
tray. (If berries are washed before 
freezing, they tend to have tough 
skins.) Berries should not be crowd- 
ed on the tray. Place them in the 
freezer. 

When frozen, pack berries into 
containers. Fasten lids or seal secure- 
ly and return to freezer. Wash ber- 
ries before using. To dry pack, place 
unwashed berries into containers, 
leaving a 1/2 inch headspace. Fasten 
lids or seals securely and freeze. 
Wash berries before using. 


2 quarts blueberries 
7 1/2 cups sugar 
12 ounces liquid pectin 

Wash blueberries and discard bad 
ones. Thoroughly crush berries, one 
layer at a time, in a large, thick- 
bottom saucepan. Bring to a boil on 
high heat; cover and simmer 5 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. Extract 
juice by straining through a colander 
and then through a jelly bag or a 
double layer of cheesecloth. 

Do not press or squeeze the bag 


as this will cause jelly to be cloudy. 
Measure 4 cups berry juice into a 
large saucepan. Stir in sugar. Place 
on high heat, stirring-constantly, and 
bring to a full rolling boil that cannot 
be stirred down. Add the liquid pec- 
tin and heat again to a full rolling 
boil. Boil rapidly for 1 minute, Re- 
move from heat and quickly skim off 
foam, Fill hot jars imrnediately with 
jelly, leaving a 1/4-inch headspace. 


Wipe jar rims and adjust lids. Pro- 


cess in a boiling water bath canner. 


Half pints, 5 minutes. 


3/4 cup sugar : 

1/4 cup soft vegetable shortening (or 
butter) 

1 egg 

1/2 cup miJk 

2 cups all-purpose flour (optional: 
1/2 teaspoon salt) ; 

2 teaspoons double-acting baking

2 cups fresh or drained canned blue- 
berries (or 1 pint defrosted frozen 
berries) 

Preheat oven to 350 or 375 de- 
grees F. Sift together the dry ingre- 
dients and set aside. 

In a large mixer bowl cream 
shortening with the sugar; when 
smooth beat in the egg and lemon 
rind. At low speed blend in the milk, 
then the sifted dry ingredients; when 
smooth stir in, by hand, the blueber-

Garbage container discussion consumes commission meeting

Although the Coffee County 
Commission’s Monday morning 
meeting agenda had only one item of 
business on the agenda it lasted just 
over one hour. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, the question of garbage came 
up sparking a lengthy discussion and 
several motions. 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
stated that he wanted to clarify one 
thing concerning the delivery of gar- 
bage containers. 

“Each resident doesn’t have to go 
pick up their garbage container,” he 
said, “The contractor is required by 
the terms of the contract to deliver 
the container to each resident.” 

The terms of the contract signed 
with MDI (Mark Dunning Indus- 
tries) of Dothan states: “Household 
waste shall be collected by the Con- 
tractor at curb side from one con- 
tractor-provided and maintained 90- 
gallon roll-out container once per 
week. The Contractor is responsible 
for coordinating and delivering to 
each residence.” 

In the last commission meeting 
(July 14), Jeff Massey, representing 
MDI, appeared before the commis- 
sion and briefed them on plans for 
the transition of the county’s gar- 
bage collection. 

The company’s plan called for 
county residents to come by a central 


location and sign up for collection 
service with MDI and at the same 
time pick up their 90-gallon contain- 
er 


The site selected by MDI for the 
sign-up and container distribution is 
near the Coffee County Health De- 
partment building in Enterprise. 

Massey was asked at that time 
why the carts were not being deliv- 
ered to each household. He stated in 
pa experiences in start-ups (6 to 7), 

y his company, this method has 
proved to be the best way. 

He also noted that no accurate, 
up-to-date list exists of the house- 
holds enrolled in the county’s 
present garbage collection service. 

Advertisement was placed with 
local newspapers and radio stations 
notifying the public of the time and 
dates county residents could begin 
signing up for the service. Flyers are 
also being circulated throughout the 
county. 

Commissioner Dalrymple had 
questioned the company’s method of 
sign-up and container distribution at 
the last commission meeting. 

In Monday’s meeting, he noted 
that he had received numerous calls 
concerning the distribution proce- 
dure, and he wanted the terms of the 
contract signed with MDI made 
clear. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made a motion that MDI adhere to 


the terms of the contract and that 
containers be delivered to county 
residents. His motion was seconded 
by Commissioner Bernest Brooks. 

Commissioner Stephens’ motion 

in a 4-3 vote. Commissioners 
tephens, Brooks, Dalrymple, and 
Len Averett supported the motion 
while Commissioners Linda West- 
brook, Kayo Lewis, and Tom Grim- 
sley opposed the motion. 

Those commissioners opposin 
Stephens’ motion expressed their 
opinion that MDI was meeting, at 
the present time, the terms of the 
contract. County attorney Kenneth 
Fuller agreed. 

The matter was not quite laid to 
rest. A short time later, Commission- 
er Averett made another motion con- 
cerning garbage. His motion was 
that the garbage container pick-up 
and service sign-up center remain in 
place allowing citizens to pick up 
their container if they choose to do 
so. Averett’s motion passed by a 
unanimous vote. 

It was suggested by commission- 
ers that anyone having any questions 
conceming the “garbage pick-up en- 
roliment and container delivery” 
should call MDI at 1-800-735-5111. 

Tuming to other matters, the 
commissioners heard a request from 
Angelo Fanucci. He asked the com- 
mission for financial assistance in 
acquiring a van to be used in trans- 
porting disabled veterans. 


State installs new digital license system

The Coffee County Probate 
Judge’s office in Elba is “learning” 
the new digital driver’s license sys- 
tem recently installed by the state. 

According to installers, individu- 
als should be receiving their new 
driver’s license quicker and in the 
meantime, their temporary license 
will have their photo (black & white) 
on them. 

The new driver’s license issuing 
system presently being used by 35 
other states and Canada replaces an 
11-year-old system. 

The camera used to take the ap- 
plicant’s photograph has been re- 
placed by a video camera. The new 
camera “freeze frames” the image al- 
lowing the operator to check and in- 
sure a “good photo” (in color) of the 
individual for the permanent driver’s 
license. 

According to Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Safety officials, the 
new system will provide better driv- 
er license security while insuring 
more efficient, reliable customer ser- 
vice and speedier production of the 
license.

Fanucci explained that the present 
van had more than 300,000 miles on 
it and the local VFW Post was sct to 
receive a van in 1998, This vehicle is 
used to carry disabled vets to medi- 
cal appointments, to the hospital, 
and on many other beneficial trips. 

Commissioners voted to place 
$2,500 in next year’s budget to be 
used toward paying for this new ve- 
hicle. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency, briefed the commission on 
the progress of E-911 in the county. 

“We are making great progress in 
assigning addresses throughout the 
county,” he said. “We have complet- 


_ed more than half of the rural area of ff 


the county.” 

He noted that city and towns of 
Elba, New Brockton, and Kinston 
will be done last. 

Webb commented that several in- 
dividuals have questioned why num- 
bers aren’t closer together on houses 
out in the country that have no other 
structures between them. 

He explained that a standard num- 
bering system used nationwide is be- 
ing used by LAS Systems. Each mile 
of road has 1000 numbers assigned 
to it. For example: if a house or 
structure on Co. Rd. 300 has a num- 
ber of 250 on it, this indicates that it 
is one-quarter mile from the begin- 
ning of the road. 

Webb also commented that low 
numbers will start at the road’s ori- 
gin and increase from west to east, 
and south to north. 

All emergency responders in the 


county will be issued a directory 
containing cach and every E-911 
listing in Coffee County when the 
system is complete. 

Webb also told commissioners, 
on the economic side, the E-911 
mapping contractor is putting about 
35 to 40 percent of the money he is 
being paid ($87,900) to do the map- 


sionering.” 

Commissioner Westbrook  re- 
quested that Co. Rd. 420 be extend- 
ed one-tenth of a mile and that the 
county maintain the extension. At 
the present time, the dirt road is be- 
ing maintained by the individuals 
who live on the road. 

Westbrook noted that her re-

“But the price of that candy bar 
has increased, the cost of peanut but- 
ter is still the same, but the profits of 
these manufacturers have increased.

Doug Lawson was honored re- 
cently with a birthday party, com- 
memorating his 50th birthday 
(Lawson claims it’s birthday 
number 29). About 50 friends, 
relatives and neighbors attended 
the Saturday afternoon event 
staged by Lawson’s wife Ruby 
and their three children. 

Lawson, who was paralyzed in 
a diving accident in 1969, was 
Surprised when he entered the 
party to see the man who saved 
his life on that May 9th, 1969 
day, five days before they were 
both scheduled for discharge 
from the U. S. Army. It was the 
first time the two have faced each 
other in 27 years, even though 
they have talked on the telephone 
several times. 

The accident happened when 
the men were stationed at Ft. Eus- 
tas, VA, after returning from a 
tour in Vietnam in the height of 
the war. ; 

Lawson and Tommy Latta, 
who now lives eight miles North 
of Oneontia, AL., had been draft- 
ed into the military at the same 
time; their serial numbers were 
one number apart and every set of 
orders one was on, so was the 
other, The aircraft mechanics 
served at Ft. Benning, Ft. Rucker, 
South Vietnam and then their fi- 
nal assignment at Ft. Eustas. 

Four buddies were on a long 
public pier, extending 500 feet 
out into the James River, celebrat- 
ing their surviving the war and 
coming military discharge when 
it all happened. 

Lawson dove into the river, 
not realizing the mile-wide river 
was only a few feet deep at this 
point. 

When his head struck the bot- 
tom, he instantly knew something

Compost can 


keep soils 
productive 


Organic matter is an important 
part of soil but gardeners will need 
to replenish the organic matter in 
their soil periodically. 

Organic matter in the soil breaks 
down and returns to the environ- 
ment as carbon dioxide and water. 
Bacteria and fungi use the organic 
matter to survive in the soil like we 
use food to live. 

Most gardeners can produce 
much of the organic matter their 
garden soils need to remain produc- 
tive by composting. Composting 
creates material you can use as 
mulch or soil additive. Compost can 
be made from just about any type of 
plant-based material. 

Composting doesn’t take much 
space, Fall leaves can provide a ma- 
jor component, but straw, lawn clip- 
pings, sawdust, corn cobs or plants 
as well as organic kitchen waste can 
be added to the compost pile. Weeds 
that haven’t gone to seed also can be 
added, 

If you don’t have large quantities 
of organic material at any one time, 
a compost pile can be built up grad- 
ually, Begin with a layer of plant re- 
fuse about 6 to 8 inches deep spread 
over an area about 4 foot square as a 
minimum, Piles that are too small 
will not compost properly. 

A little complete fertilizer on top 
of the layer will assist in the decom- 
position, Some people include soil 
or compost with the organic matter 
to add bacteria and fungi needed to 
begin the composting process. 

If you add pulled weeds and oth- 
er discarded plants, there is usually 
enough soil on their root systems to 
inoculate the pile with bacteria. 

Continue to add plant material to 
the pile along with a little complete 
fertilizer, 

Keep the pile moist enough to 
encourage decomposition, It should 
be moist like a  squeezed-out 
sponge. Water each layer as you 
build the pile. The finished pile 
should be watered in dry weather, 

Turn the pile every couple of 
weeks to incorporate air and mix the 
material to speed decomposition, It 
helps to turn a pile even occasional- 
y in the winter, By Spring you 
should have finished compost to 
spread in the garden,

A new possibility 
for your 

grazing needs 


For a little over a year, on and 
off, we have talked about a new va- 
riety of fescue that was developed by 
the University of Georgia that could 
possibly be a good forage variety for 
our area, 

In the past, Coffee County and 
South Alabama in general has not 
been able to grow fescue except in 
low, wet bottom type land, such as a 
Pea River bottom or land of this 
lype. 
Georgia 5 Fescue has been bred 
and developed to grow on the upland 
type soils that we have here in Cof- 
fee County and the surrounding area, 

Several farmers around the 
county have put in various test plots 
of Georgia 5 Fescue. Some have had 
good success but none that could 
make you go and grab it as part of 
your forage program. 

This year, however, I looked at a 
field on the Hayward Mecks place 
loca‘ed in the Goodman Community 
here in Coffee County. Mr. Mecks 
had planted Georgia 5 on a variety 
of soils around his farm. 

I was greatly impressed with the 
stand that he had. He had a good 
stand on both the bottom land and 
the upland fields. In fact, one of the 
best stands was on a hill, 

All the farmers who planted the 
Georgia 5 test plots are good farm- 
ers. They know what they are doing, 
I cannot explain why some stands 
were better than others, 

The only common denominator is 
it seems as though the stands planted 
this past fall that are putting on their 
growth now look better than the ones 
planted two years ago. 

Possibly the harsh winter we had 
at that time had some effect on the 
growth, 

Phil Farris of the Damascus Com- 
munity commented that his stand 
looked better this year than it did 
two {eats ago when he planted it, 
Harold Jones of the New Home 
Community had a similar comment 
about a plot he planted. 

Some general information about 
fescue is that it is a cool season per- 
ennial and needs to be planted in the 
September-October time frame, If 
you decide to plant it, you can broad- 
cast 15-20 pounds of seed or drill 
10-15 pounds of seed, 

Fescue does not need to be plant- 
ed over one-half inch deep, I would 
put it in the ground at least one- 
quarter inch deep. 

Fescue has a flush of growth from 
around the end of January through 
the end of June or the first of July 
here in South Alabama, The peak pe- 
riod would be around March through 
May. There will be some fair growth 
in September, October, and Novem- 
ber with a decline in December and 
January, 

It is exciting if this particular 
grass can become a part of our for- 
age program here in South Alabama, 
It will not be for everybody, but it 
should be a potentially workable for- 
age for many farms,

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“No pass, no play” policy adopted by AHSAA 


The Alabama High School Ath- 
letic Association adopted a new 
“No Pass - No Play” policy for the 
1998-99 school year, and while the 
new policy will make athletes hit 
the books as well as the playing 
field, most educators believe the 
new policy will actually have little 
effect on the eligibility of the stu- 
dent-athletes. 

The new ruling states that stu- 
dent-athletes must maintain a 70 
average in six classes each school 
year, including all four core classes 
- mathematics, science, English and 
social studies. In the event of an av- 
erage below 70, two classes may be 
made up during the summer at an 
approved summer school. 

“] havén't really had an_ op- 
portunity to study the new policy,” 
stated Elba High School guidance 
counselor Mike Carley, “but I 
don’t think the, new, tougher pol- 
icies will have much of an impact 
on the student-athletes that are ded- 
icated to both sports and academ- 
ics. The requirement to maintain a 


70 average in the core classes will 
be the key to the new policy, and 
should make the student-athletes 
work a little harder in the class- 
room.” 

The newly adopted policy ap- 
plies to students entering the 10th 
and 11th grades in 1998-99, and the 
10th, 11th and 12th grades in 1999- 
2000, The academic rules will re- 
main the same for students entering 
the eighth and ninth grades. 

While the new policy applies to 
all AHSAA member schools, it 
does not affect other  extra- 
curricular activities, such as band 
and cheerleading. 

“I would like to see the no pass- 
no play policy used for all students 
that participate in any extra- 
curricular activity,” added Carnley. 
“If a student wishes to participate 
in school-related activities that re- 
quire additional time after regular 
school hours, they too should be re- 
quired to maintain an academic lev- 
el. Classwork should always come
